1. (Currently Amended) A collapsible support for a device, the support being 
structured to retain the device in a given position with respect to a surface, the support 
comprising: 

a first member: 
a second member: 
a third member; and 

a lock extending between the second member and one of the first and third members; 

the support being movable between an extended position and a retracted position; 

the lock releasably retaining the suppor t in at least one of the extended position and 
the retract e d position resisting movement of the at least first leg from at least one of the 
extended position and the retracted position in a direction toward the other of the extended 
position and the retracted position : 

the second member being pivotably connected with and pivotable with respect to the 
first and third members; 

the second member being engageable with the surface to retain the device in the given 
position with respect to the surface when the support is in the extended position: 

the first and third members each being structured to be mounted on the device. 

2. (Original) The support as set forth in Claim 1. in which the lock includes a 
tab and at least a first notch, the tab being removably receivable in the at least first notch, the 
tab being disposed on one of the second member and the one of the first and third members, 
the at least first notch being disposed on the other of the second member and the one of the 
first and third members. 

3. (Original) The support as set forth in Claim 2, in which the lock includes a 
shank, one of the tab and the at least first notch being disposed on the shank, the shank being 
slidable between an engaged position and a disengaged position. 

4. (Original) The support as set forth in Claim 3, in which the shank is 
biased toward the engaged position. 

5. (Original) The support as set forth in Claim 2, in which the lock includes a 
second notch, the tab being received in the at least first notch corresponding with the 
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extended position of the support, the tab being received in the second notch corresponding 
with the retracted position of the support. 

6. (Original) The support as set forth in Claim J, in which the support is a 
leg, and in which the device is a wheelbarrow. 

7. (Currently Amended) A device structured to be disposed against a surface, the 
device comprising: 

a frame; 

a support mounted on the frame; 

the support including a first member, a second member and a third member; 

the first and third members each being pivotably mounted on the frame: 

the second member being pivotably connected with and pivotable with respect to each 
of the first and third members; 

the support being movable between an extended position and a retracted position; 

the support including a lock that releasably resists movement of the support from at 
least one of the extended position and the retracted position in a direction toward the other of 
the extended position and the retracted position: and 

the second member being engageable with the surface to. retain the device in the given 
position with respect to the surface when the support is in the extended position. 

8. (Original) The device as set forth in Claim 7. in which the first, second, 
and third members are oriented substantially parallel with at least a portion of the frame when 
the support is in the retracted position. 

9. (Original) The device as set forth in Claim 7. in which the first, second, 
and third members are disposed generally flush with the frame when the support is in the 
retracted position. 

10. (Currently Amended) The device as set forth in Claim 7, in which the su p po rt 
inclu d es a lock, tfie lock releasably fetein+r+g retains the support in at least one of the 
extended position and the retracted position. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The device as set forth in Claim TO 7. in which the lock 



includes a tab and at least a first notch, the tab being removably receivable in the at least first 
notch. 

12. (Original) The device as set forth in Claim 11, in which the lock extends 
between the second member and one of the first and third members, the tab being disposed on 
one of the second member and the one of the first and third members, the at least first notch 
being disposed on the other of the second member and the one of the first and third members. 

13. (Original) The device as set forth in Claim II, in which the lock includes 
a shank, one of the tab and the at least first notch being disposed on the shank, the shank 
being slidable between an engaged position and a disengaged position. 

14. (Original) The device as set forth in Claim 13, in which the shank is 
biased toward the engaged position. 

15. (Original) The device as set forth in Claim 1 ]. in which the lock includes 
a second notch, the tab being received in the at least first notch corresponding with the 
extended position of the support, the tab being received in the second notch corresponding 
with the retracted position of the support. 

16. (Currently Amended) The device as set forth in Claim 4 7. in which the 
support is a leg, and in which the device is a wheelbarrow.
